• Governor LaFollette, at the Apple- 
^ton Junior Chamber of Commerce 
Fourth of July picnic Sunday after- 
noon, ursod the thousands of listen- 
ers rededicate themselves to the 
"three great ideals of liberty, the 
right to worship according to the 
dictates of their own hearts, politi- 
cal liberty and economic liberty." 


Turning to the early history of 


the United States the governor said 
forefathers of the country began a 
new and unique experiment, turn- 
ing upside down the prevailing 
view that a small croup should be 
on top of the social ladder and con- 
trol the lives of others. 


"The pioneers opened up the vast 


resources of the country, not to the 
few. but to the great masses," he 
said. "All had a reasonable and 
equal chance and this ideal resulted 
in the rapid progress that in a short 
number of years made the United 
States the richest country In the 
world." 


Standard of Living 


The United States can double its 


standard of living, he went on. pro- 
vided there is cooperation. He said 
the country has an abundance of 
materials, ability and opportunity. 


"We are living in an economic 


world Sn which we are inter-depen- 
dent." he said. "The 'paddle your 
own canoe' era of 75 years ago is 
gone and we now are all in the 
same boat.

Helping to Form 


: Public Opinion 


Lawrence Points to Im- 
portance of Stand Against 
"P a c k i n g" Court

Washington — The 
women 
of 


America arc at the moment playing 
a more vital part in the formation of 
public opinion than at any time 
since they won the right to vote. 


Not only have

work—but the women who study 
legislative questions closely have 
become a preponderant force in op- 
posing President Roosevelt's plan 
to tamper with the judiciary. 


The almost unanimous opinion of 


thoughtful women against "pack- 
ing" the court is one of the biggest 
events in the evolution of American 
Democracy. The figures on how a 
cross-section of American women 
voted on the proposed plan to en- 
large the supreme court have just 
been compiled in full by the gener- 
al federation 
of women's clubs. 


Though the general results of the 
poll have been known for some time 
the details have only now become 
available and they present a strik- 
ing illustration of 
how uniform 


throughout the country is the oppo- 
sition to the president's scheme. 


The votes were analyzed by clubs 


and by individual ballot. Thus 93 
per cent of the clubs reported a ma- 
jority of their members as against 
the plan and only 7 per cent as fa- 
vorable. 


8G Per Cent Opposed 


The individual balloting by mem- 


bers was somewhat different in per- 
centages, the vote against the plan 
being approximately 86 per cent and 
the vote for it being about 14 per 
cent. 


There were 52.425 club women 


voting in the referendum and of 
these the final tally stood 
44.934 


against "packing" the courts and 7.- 
491 in favor of President Roosevelt's 
proposals. 


This vote was taken over a period 


of several weeks beginning last 
March and was conducted through 
the regular channels of the general 
federation of women's clubs. It is 
not to be wondered at. therefore, 
that when the annual council of the 
federation met at Tulsa, Okla., re- 
cently, the delegates voted over- 
whelmingly for this resolution: 


"Aware that the constitution of 


the United States neither specifies 
no'r mandates the number of judges 
for the supreme court, but realizing 
that the philosophy of government 
motivating that constitution clearly 
intended that the three branches of 
our democracy, the executive, the 
legislative, and the judicial, to be a 
wholesome check on each other for 


the common good of all the people, 
we. the general federation of wom- 
en's clubs in council meeting as- 
sembled, declare our objection to 
the president's plan for reorganiza- 
tion of the supreme court." 


Exerted Fetus ure 


It (has become known that 
the 


Roosevelt administration, through 
the machinery of the Democratic 
National committee, did everything 
in its power to prevent the passage 
of the resolution at Tulsa, exerting 
pressure through influential mem- 
bers and directly appealing to Mrs. 
Roberta Campbell Lawson to table 
the resolution notwithstanding the 
action that had been taken by the 
various local clubs throughout the 
country. 


It so happens that the national 


league of xvomen voters did sidestep 
the issue at their annual 
council 


meeting on the plea that there was 
not time to find out the sentiment 
of their members, a reason that has 
precipitated considerable comment 
in view of the fact that the general 
federation of women's clubs 
got 


busy as early as last March and 
'found ample time to 'find out what 
its members thought on one of the 
most crucial questions in public af- 
fairs in the whole 161 years of the 
history of the American republic. 
The league of women voters is a 
splendid organization, but it will 
take a good deal of explaining to 
clear up why the league of women 
voters remained silent In the year 
1937 on a plan to alter the constitu- 
tional system of checks and bal- 
ances which has been the very key- 
stone of the American government 
from the beginning. 


Now that a so-called 
"compro- 


mise" plan has been placed before 
the senate by administration- sena- 
tors, the question will arise as to 
whether the resolution at Tulsa by 
the general federation of women's 
clubs cover the substitute plan, too. 


Careful examination of the new 


proposal shows that in principle the 
substitute now pending in the sen- 
ate is no different from the original 
bill and would enable the executive 
to exercise control over the judi- 
ciary in the future by simply chang- 
ing the number of justices. The ob- 
jection to the scheme holds good 
whether Mr. Roosevelt or any oth- 
er president happens to be in office. 
For if a congress which is subservi- 
ent to the executive can at any time 
on his recommendation change the 
size of the court in order to obtain a i 
different type of judicial decision, 
then the independence of the 
ju- 


diciary is gone and the 
judicial 


branch of the government becomes 
subject to the control of the other 
two branches of the government. 


Curiously enough, the resolution 


of the general federation of wom- 
en's clubs puts its finger on the very 
crux of the problem by pointing out 
that "the constitution neither speci- 
fies nor mandates the number of 
judges for the supreme court." This 
defect can only be remedied now 
by a 
constitutional 
amendment 


which fixes the number of justices 
at a definite size. The only reason 
the founders of the republic omitted 
specifying the size was their belief 
that the increase in number would 
be something that would be decided 
upon only in relation to the growth 
of judicial districts in the nation and 
the increase in business. It never 
was suspected that the power of 
congress to increase or diminish the 
number would be used directly as a 
means of controlling the character 
of the decisions of the 
supreme 


court itself.

PARKING METERS 


The common council walked into dan- 


gerous territory when it voted to use Ap- 
pleton as an experimental laboratory to 
test out the practicability of parking me- 
ters in a small city dependent to a very 
large extent upon rural and suburban 
areas for its retail business. Merchants 


•' who would be the biggest direct losers 


; from any policy, or actioa that might di- 
- vert trade from Appleton to competing 


cities are very much opposed to meters, 
and surveys among shoppers and motor- 
ists indicate widespread opposition from 


• . them. The council, when it meets next 
-\ Wednesday evening, should gravely con- 


sider the situation before proceeding along 
the line it took two weeks ago. 


There is no denying the 
argument 


that in some cities and under some cir- 
cumstances, parking meters serve a public 
need. There are some cities in the coun- 
ty, mostly larger than Appleton and all 
of them industrial centers, dependent to a 
very small degree upon their contiguous 


„ trading areas, that are finding parking 


meters useful, and the merchants would 
be loathe to have them removed. But 


. in man3r cities of a size and situation 


.. 
comparable with Appleton meters either 
have been'rejected, upon thorough inves- 


-> tigation, or were removed after a trial 


period. 


Parking meters become a convenience 


% or a necessity only when police enforce- 


ment of parking ordinances fails to pro- 


• vide reasonable opportunities -for 
the 


shopping public 
to 
park automobiles. 


When this condition results in loss of busi- 
ness to merchants - or serious inconven- 
ience to motorists, then the meters have

a place in the community. 


But does that condition exist in Apple-

' sonably near the store one wishes to visit? 


Merchants do not believe this is the

store, and generally a parking place can

, able enforcement of the proposed 60 min- 


ute parking ordinance will result in such 


. an improvement over the present condi- 
' tion that it should not be difficult to 


find parking places at any time in the 


. business district. 


In some cities, notably in Topeka, Kas., 


which is nearly three times as large as 


- Appleton and probably has three times 


the traffic difficulties, meters were tried 
out and discarded after a few months be- 
cause merchants found out that the farm- 
ers who traded at their stores did not "like 
them. They learned that farmers were 
taking their business to cities that did not 
charge for parking and Topeka merchants 
, 


were losing their trade. Appleton mer- j 
chants are fearful that the same thing ! 
will happen here. There already are indi- 
cations that farmers who Ion;: have traded 
in Appleton will take their business else- 
where if Applelon insists on charging 
them for the prixilegc of parking on its 
business streets. - 


The very fact that Appleton is depen- 


dent to a large extent upon ih:s rural and 
suburban trade makes our situation en- 
tirely different from :he large industrial 
centers whose down-town retail trade ce- 
pecds almost entirely upon the people 
who Jive in the cities. These down-town 
centers have very little farmer retail trade 
to lose, but in Appletor. at constitutes a 
very appreciable portion of their total 
business.

When bathing in salt water

streams are the

places of dragon flies. They catch 
small flies,

which are a pest when tney enter 
our homes. They also catch and 
kill mosquitoes, and 'for this we 
can rise up and give them many 
cheers. 
If these 
hawk-like 
in- 


sects did not keep down the num- 
ber of mosquitoes, people would 
be bothered by them far 
more 


than they are. As it is. mosqui- 
toes are bad enough, in fact too 
bad. 


About 2,000 kinds of dragon flies 


are known. They have "compound- 
eyes, and some kinds have as many 
as 30.000 facets in each eye. The di- 


visions of the compound eyes can 
be seen and counted with the help 
of a good microscope. Some kind 
also have simple eye». that is, eye; 
which are not divided. 


The dragon fly can turn or twis 


its head—something which mos 
insects cannot do. Tests have shown 
that certain kinds can see'a mov 
ing object at a distance as great as 
60 feet. 


Full-grown dragon flies breathe 


air. 
Most kinds take in air and 


breathe it out from 110 to 120 times 
per minute. This is a much higher 
rate than the breathing of people. 
The average man breathes about 18 
times per minute. 


Female dragon flies drop their 


eggs on the surface of the water, 
or else lay them in water 
plants 


beneath the surface. They usual- 
ly hatch in from five to 15 days. 


A "nymph" comes from the egg. 


It does not look a great deal like 
its parents, having no wings and 
being different in other ways. 


The nymph dwells under water, 


often crawling about the 
bottom 


or up and down the steams of wa- 
ter plants. It eats water 
bugs, 


caddis worms and other creatures 
"t is able to capture. 


Time and again the nymph mojts 
ts skin, often more than a dozen 
,imes. 
After living under water 


from one to five years, it has its 
ast molt and is fitted with wings. 
The wings are dried out above the 
water surface, and the insect starts 
to fly and to capture harmful in- 
sects. Dragon 
flies (also called 


'darning needles") do not hurt peo- 
ple. They are among the very good 
nsect friends of mankind.
